AMUSING LITERARY BLUNDERS. 
MeGeo. H. Westley writes in the Zone] 
Journal on titerary blngilers, and divides 
Fthem into blunders-of translation, blunders 
of grawmar, errors uf construciion, Dlunders 
historical, zoologival, indexical, — gvo- 
graphical, and quotational. » 

He begins by calling dows Willian Wat- 
son for the title of his poem, ‘Abdul the 
Duinned.” Abdul is not. a name, but ancans 
‘lave or servant, and Abdul tgmid means 
“tho servant of God,’ After chronicling 
some strange translations into English by 
French novels, such as ‘a dinner-wagon of 
busoness’? (étayire de tussesses), and * he was 
lthunderatruck in the back" (i « eté fow 
droyf qucg_derritrr), andthe rendering of 
‘se wo-Legone’ inte French as ‘etn, 
doulow! va-Ven,! we-are treated to the fol- 
Towing side-splitters : 

‘In Fenimore Cooper's tale, ‘The Spy,” 
Mr Wharton, ono of the churactees, lives 
at a place called ‘The Locusts,” .This o 
French trauslatorrendered ‘Les Siuterrlles.” 
_, Evidently ke had not beard of a tree called 
, hence his mistake. But 
mark the ludicrous blunder that followed. 
Presoutly the tran: remind te a passage 
in the avory where stuted that a vini- 
tor had tied bis horse to alocust. We cin 
Fimagine hita seratching his head perplexedly 
over this, und having strong doubts about 
his previous rendering, [fhe turned once 
ayam to his dictionary, ho evidegtly found 
no uisistanee 3 so he wrote with a bold hand 
that the rider hud secured his steed to 4 
snderell:. ‘Then, taking a fresh dip of ink, 
he clinched the matter by grevely infortn- 
¢ render that in A ea these insects 
grow ty i) etlortnows stZ and that, in this 
case, one of thes eal and scuffed, of 
cotime—had been stationed at the door of 
the mansion fur the convenience of yisitors 
on horseback. 

‘But perhaps no work ever suffered 
more at the hands of the mistranslator than 
Dickens's nuvel, *Our Mutual Friend.” This 
was secured ta appear sevially in L’Opinion 
Nationaleaf Paris, but the translator made 
such # betch of the jeb that, after a few 
chapters had been printed, the reaiers of 
the papers protested agninst the con- 
timanee uf the story, aml it came to au 
abrupt close, ‘They clined thas the work 
ws packed With alurditivs, snd wo wonder, 
asthe reader may judge tow the following 
examples, (The author wrote: * There 
was an innucent piece of Ginuer furniture 
that went on ensy castors.’ The French 
redering of Une last five words of this 
sentence, translated hack into Knglish, 
would read, ‘shod with lurge beaver slip- 
pers.’ Again, Dickens, describing Pudsaap, 
said: ‘He had red buadsen his forehead,’ 
asentence which, hy sore strange process, 
wistnade tu read: ' Hu had a row of red 
buttons on his stomach.’ 

*Noxt to thd blunder translational, we 
noto the blunder grunmatical, Some of 
tho greatest. writers have been guilty of 
this, In‘ Ivanhoe,’ for mple, we find 
the following :* Aiud: uealf’s skin 
stuffed and placed before a cow whe has its 
calf, to induce the anital to part with her 
milk.’ ‘Chen in ort of Thackuray’s novels, 
wereud :+ Neither of the sisters. were very 
wuch displeased.’ Even Ruskin, consider- 
alone of the greatest wasters of English 
prose, erred in this respect.
